Rate Reduction Enables Lower Cost Electricity 


A long sought for rate 
reduction by Alabama Ele 
ectric Cooperative, Ine., 
Tuesday got final approval 
from Washington officials 
pointing the way toimmed«~ 
iate lower costs for pure 
chase of electric power 
by 10 members of the 
generation and transmise 
sion cooperative, 

\labama Electric Pres- 
ident James Utsey of An- 
dalusia announced the new 
across the board rate re- 
duction which will lower 
the cost of power by as 
much as 10% depending on 
the load, Under the new 
rate sturcture, known as 
the ‘“A-4’, the cost of 
power drops sharply as 
the loads increase, 

“We have been working 
toward this rate reduct- 
ion for more than a year,”’ 
said Utsey in announcing 
that Rural Electrification 
Administration officials 
this week approved the re- 
duction, The new rate goes 
into effect February 1, 

The rate slash was made 
possible, Utsey pointed out, 
by the joint effort of the 
members of Alabama Elec= 
tric. He said: ‘‘This is 
just another example of 
the great benefits that can 
accrue to our cooperative 
and municipal members 
when they stand together 
and work together for bete 
ter and lower cost electri- 
cal service, Certainly, this 
rate reduction would not 
have been possible had the 
members of Alabama 
Electric decided to with 
draw their support of our 
important program,”’ 


The new rate reduction 
will affect cities and coop. 
eratives in 16 counties ae 
cross Alabama stretching 
from the Georgia to the 
Mississippi line and some 
counties in Northwest 
Florida. 


Included in members 
who will receive the rate 
reduction is the city of 
Elba which owns its own

FOOD STORAGE 

Storing food properly is 
very important, For ine 
stance, always refrigerate 
eggs in their original car- 
ton, or some other covered 
container, Uncovered eggs 
lose moisture through their 
porous shells, Salad dress- 
ings, jams, jellies and 
peanut butter keep best in 
the refrigerator after they 
are opened, 

Citrus fruits, pine 
apples and melons have 
better keeping quality when 
left out of the refrigerator 
at room temperature, Store 
potatoes carefully in acool 
dark, well - ventilated 
place, Potatoes will shrivel 
and sprout inwarm storage
